‘will be “auctioned off’ in auction 
sales to be held in the Upland busi- 
ness district on the next three Sat- 
urdays. The first auction will be 
at 2:30 o'clock Saturday after- 
noon, with another auction at 8 
p.m. Saturday. 

These articles will be obtained 
by persons bidding at the sales, 
with special “auction money’ used 
to back up their bids. The money 
is being issued by local merchants 
with each sale of at least 25 cents. 

Each auction sale will not last 
more than one hour and as many 
articles as possible will be sold in 
that time. 

Each of the merchants partici- 
pating have joined in giving an 
article valued up to $2, the article 
to be “sold” at the auctions. 

Persons with the most auction 
noney will naturally be in a posi- 
tion to go stronger in the bidding. 
And the way to get the auction 
money is to take advantage of the 
merchandise offerings of local 
firms. Almost every local firm is 
issuing the auction money. 

The auction money is in denom- 
snations of $5. This will mean that 
bidding will take on big propor- 
tions. Some of the merchants’ $2 
articles are likely to bring $100 
or more in “auction” money. 

At any rate, the auction plan is 
meeting with popular approval by 
the public and hundreds of $5, bills 
are being given by the merchants.
